‘Dear Sir,— 
| With the: approach of winter the 
‘misery and want in Belgium — will 
vceur to us all with renewed force, 
and must demand our aid. The situ- 
ation in that unhappy country be 
comes gradually worse as month by 
month a larger proportion of tho 
industrial mass of over 3,500,000 
people falls further and further into 
‘destitution, 

The reply to a recent letter from 
the local Committee to the Central 
Committee, Montreal, makes plain 
the urgent necessity for continued 
‘effort. Mr. KE. Goor, Consul General 
for Belgium, and Chairman of the 
‘Central Committee, kindly forwarded 
jan extract frony his address given at 
Ottawa, 10th October. Of this, we 
should particularly appreciate publi- 
cation of the following paragraph, 
viz.: 

“In certain quarters the impres-

west Land Regulations. 


-The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. , 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after carning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homes 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of threo 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

This is caus- 
ed ‘by a lack of raw materials, and 
means that not only are hundreds of 
thousands of people out of employ- 
ment, many of whom, of course, aro 
serving as soldiers, but that there is 
increased difficulty in supplying the 
forces with clothing. The Govern- 
ment is being called upon to provide 
for the idle men who are not fitted 
for military duties, on public works,

Letter from the Front 


(From Lacombe Globe) 

Lieutenant Roderick Stuart Ken- 
nedy, 12th West Yorkshire Regiment, 
a graduate of McGill University, and 
son of Mr. Howard Angus Kennedy, 
of Lacombe, was wounded in the hot 
fighting on Sunday, September 26. 
He evidently had an extraordinary 
escape. At least four bullets got 
him, but two spent themselves on 
his clothes or other belongings, and 
the other two wounded him but 
slightly. 

“It is hard,”’ he writes, ‘‘to give 
any details of the battle. Our par- 
ticular action came off on Sunday 
morning, the 26th. We had been 
marching up to the firing line sinco 
9 o'clock Saturday morning, without 
food, drink or rest. We got our first 
touches of shrapnel on the way Up. 
That was out first taste of fire, and 
naturally causal a certain amount ‘of 
dodging, but after that I did not 
mind it at all. We had to take up a 
position south of Hulluch, which our 
attack had gained on Saturday, and 
we relieved two regiments which 
were there. We got there at 3 a.m., 
and most of the time after that I 
tried to make the men dig thenmr 
selves in. This was hard work, as 
they were dead tired and the soil was 
chalky, and we only had entrenching 
tools. We never got further down 
than three feet, so it was lucky 
that when the light came we did not 
get a very heavy bombardment. 

“Our brigade and two others wero 
timed to make a big attack at 11 
a.m., but the Germans beat tho 
regiment. on our right and appeared 
on our flank at 10.30, just when we 
were getting ready. The Germans 
stayed in a long strip of wood, while 
we were in the open, so we came un- 
der considerable rifle and machine- 
run fire, and all the regiments of the 
brigade got muxed up. I got shot 
soon after the beginning, and in 
varrous places in my clothes later 
on while trying to collect what fel- 
lows T could to make a stand in a 
road while some more of our men 
made a stand in a quarry near by, 
so that we prevented the Germans 
from coming out of the wood until 
another British regiment came up at 
12.30. Then, after they had passed 
us, I started for home across some 
miles of open ground whieh = was 
being furiously shelled by the enemy. 
I stopped half way across itin a 
hole made by a high explosive shell 


jin order to do my hand up, ‘bet found 


that a bullet had gone through my 
pocket and cut up my bandage and 
iodine tuhes, so T had to wait until 
T could get to the dressing station. 
Luckily the thing did not bleed very 
mveh, and hardly caused mr: discon 
fort. After riding on an ammunition 
wagon and French farmeart, IT got 
down to the field hospital, where 1 
slept that night on the floor; moved 
on in the morning to the clearing 


hospital, and next morning went 
down to the big ‘hospital at  Tre- 


port, near Dieppe, where T stayed 
three days very comfortably, though 
it was very crowded,” 

“T lost all the kit T had on mo 
at. the time, as T was just petting 
ready for our attack when the Ger- 
mans attacked us; but T hope to sea 
my valise some time. T am afraid 
the field glasses are now rejoicing the 


‘heart of some German, as I had 


just lent them to a corporal to go 
scouting with, and he was captured 
or killed,”

HELP WANTED. 


Mr. De Angelis, the Italian Consul 

at Edmonton, sends forth an urgent 
request for aid in collecting furs for 
the Italian troops on active service 
in high altitudes, who are already 
suffering from the intense ¢old of 
the mountain ranges. 

An appeal has been made by Dr. 
Luigi Vernatti, President of the Cen- 
tral Committee of Aid for the Italian 
Troops on Active Service, through 
Lady Aberdeen, to the National 
Council of Women of Canada,, beg- 
ging friends and allies in Great 
Britain, and especially in Canada, 
to help collect furs for the troops, 
and this work has been cordially en- 
dorsed by Her Royal Highness tite 
Duchess of Connaught. Dr. Verratti 
says: “The painful experience of war 
teaches us that among troops cngag- 
ed at high altitudes, serious and 
irreparable injury is caused by frost- 
bite. In order to reduce as far as 
possible such suffering and mutilation 
we must provide those of our sol- 
dicrs most exposed to the risk of 
frost-bite with fur, even of a rough 
description. All those who have not 
the chance to offer themselves for 
the defence of their country, but who 
with heart and hand help their 
brothers at the front, and remove 
their drawbacks and sufferings, may 
not only enjoy the rest-giving satis- 
faction of a duty fulfilled, but on tho 
longed-for day of vietory, they, too, 
will know the personal joy and the 
secret pride of having, as it were, 
helped to fight, and win side by side 
with the heroes and martyrs who 
fought for us.” * 

Work parties in Italy are stitching 
together skins of all kinds to mike 
sleeping bags, etc. The- most easily 
adapted and suitable would naturally 
be such skins as sheep, goat and 
lamb skins, but many persons might 
concur Helpfully now in this work 
by giving old furs, such as_ coats, 
skin rugs, travelling or carriage furs 
of any sort. 

Let all, then, who have any old furs 
which they can do without, make it 
a sacred duty to give then with 
that large-hearted generosity which 
knows no limit.

any warning they stumbled into a 
small party of six Germans entrench- 
ed. They were probably a party of 
scouts or a listening patrol. 

A Terrific Struggle 


“The Germaus were as much sur- 
prised as our chaps, but opened fire 
at once, a bullet hitting MacRae’s 
rifle on the butt, breaking it, and 
causing it to fall out of his hands. 
He (MacRae) stooped down and saw 
a Canadian bayonet on the ground. 
which he picked up. The German 
thrust his rifle into MacRae’s chest 
and was about to pull the trigger, but 
he seized the barrel by his left hand 
and pushed it away from him, the 
bullet entering his forearm and inffict- 
ing a bad wound. MacRae, pluckily 
using the hayonet as a dagger, stab- 
bed the German in the head, killing 
him instantly. The Dublin Fusilier 
shot a man, but was killed, a bullet 
entering his brain. The Canadian, 
grabbing his rifle by the barrel and 
using it as a club, gave a mighty 
swing and hit one of the Germans on 
the head, smashing his head in like 
an eggshell. Continuing the swing, 
he treated another likewise. He was 
then badly wounded in the shoulder, 
but looking around he saw one of the 
remaining Germans on the point of 
shooting MacRae, who was crouching 
down. The Canadian, firing from the 
hip, blew the German’s head off.
